All Towns Above Ennis, W. Va., 
Submerged—Estimates of Loss of 
Life Greatly Modified. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

UNTINGTON (W. Va.) June 24.— The tremen- 

.dous high water in the Tug River, caused by a 
cloudburst along the headwaters of that stream, Satur- 
day, is something unprecedented in the history of that 
section, and the destruction of property along the Elk- 
horn and Dry Fork and down the Tug River to its 
mouth is appalling. The cloudburst occurred near the 
headwaters of the Elkhorn and Dry Fork rivers, 
whose confluence near Welch forms the main Tug 
River. Though both streams are swollen far beyond 
any proportions which they were ever before known 
to assume, the former one, which is traversed by the 
Norfolk and Western Railroad for a distance of about 
twenty miles, was by far the highest, and itis reported 
that for a distance of over ten miles the road is practi- 
cally a wreck, and several days will be required to re- 
pair the great damage which has been done. 

Along the coal regions of the Elkhorn aud the nu- 
merous big plants lower down, box cars were swept 
away in the rushing flood and lodged against the rug- 
ged mountain sides, and in a few instances were carried 
down the Tug River, even as far as below the falls. 
Many of the cars were loaded. Allthe numerous lum- 
ber plants are great losers, to an extent A 
estimated at $1,500,000. {

It is impossible to approximately estimate the loss 
of life. Early reports sent out indicate that it had 
been very great, but each subsequent report has 
lowered the number. It is safe to say that less than 


100 have perished, and it need be no surprise to learn 
that no more than one-half or possibly one-fourth that 
number has been lost. Early reports sent out have 
proved to be grossly exaggerated, based upon im- 
agination, as there was no means of getting anything 
like reliable information. 

The Twelve Pole River is rising, and no trains of 
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any kind have been able to go farther 
east than Dingess, and no wire is in 
working order beyond that place, #0 
that all news by wire has had to come 
through the Bluefield and Roanoke 
offices. Much live stock has been 
drowned. 

Among the drift and débris which 
fille the river are numbers of horses, 
cattle and hogs. Several horses with 
suddies and bridles were seen to float 
by. thus rendering it a certainty that 
the riders had either deen drowned 
or had been compelled to desert them 
and fiee to the mountainside for 
safety. 

It is reported that a number of box 
cars had floated out at the mouth

It is almost certain that these came 
from the Big Sandy branch of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, as Greefsy's 
Creek. twenty miles above Lewisa, is 
said to be higher than it was ever 
known to be. 

Interest in the strike among the 
miners along the Norfolk and Western 
has been subordinated to the results of 
the flood.

DEAD BODIES 
RECOVERED THUS FAR.

Thousands of People Homeless—Re- 
lief Trains Rynning to the Edge of 
the Stricken District—Negro Piunder- 
ers Shot—Liberty Hill Swept Away.

BLUEFIELD (W. Va.) June 4.—De- 
talls of the fearful flood in the Poca- 
hontas Flat Top region are siowly 
drifting into this town, which is situ- 
ated twenty-five miles south of the 
scene of wrecked homes, and fully bear 
out the fears early entertained as to 
the havee wrought by the storm. Fifty 
dead bodies have been found. Thou- 
sands of people are homeless, and it is 
feared that many are without food, or 
at the best, with only food enough to 
last a few days. The work of estab- 
—— tailroad communication is be- 
ing pushed with vigor. There is little 
hope of sending the sufferers succor 
until railroad connection is restored. 
The dead are being augmented 
hourly. Relief trains are running be-

the track. Over a hundred miles of 
track belonging to the various coal op- 
erations are practically lost. The rails 
are bent and twisted like wires. Even 
the heavy girders of the colla rall- 
road bridges were rendered useless. 

It is reported that Dr. Hatfield, a 
prominent physician, and a kinsman 
of the famous feudists of this section 
and Kentucky, was compelled to shoot 
two negro plunderers who were rob- 
bing defenseless flood sufferers. The 
negroes were George Waden and Alex- 
ander Watts, both desperate charac- 
ters. 


The slowness of the recovery of the 
bodies is because the pes of the 
drowned are hidden masses of 


aébris. Some of these are thirty 
feet high, and it is the work of days 
to search through them. It has been 
suggested that the plan would be to 
burn these masses of but the 
friends of the dead are loud in de- 
nunciation of the idea. So bitter is the 
feeling regarding this matter that if 
it is attempted .bloedshed will result. 
Up te tonight only some fifty bodies 
have been recovered, yet the list of 
missing and reported drowned is 249.

PROPERTY LOSS GROWING. 

(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

BLUEFIELD (W. Va.) June 
Estimates of the property loss in the 
flooded district are growing larger, and 
today the leading officials of the Nor- 
folk and Western fix the damage to 
railroad property between Cooper and 
Vivian, W. Va., at $1,000,000. This 
covers a territory of twenty-five miles 
in length. and the same officials con- 
sider that the damage to the prop- 
erty of the coal operators of the field 
will far exceed this amount. The 
total loss is now approximately  esti- 
mated at $2,000,000. 

TRAIN BRINGS IN NEWS. 
HEAVENS OPENED AND POURED. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.j 

ROANOKE (Va.) June 24.—When the 
passenger train from the west over 
the Norfolk and Western Railroad ar- 
rived this morning there were many 
people at the station who had waited 
anxiously all night for the belated 
news carrier from the devastated coal 
field of West Virginia. Among those 
on this train who had been in the 
storm were a t business man 
of Roanoke, — — men and 
& woman and two children. They 
came direct to Roanoke from Vivian, 
and were compelled to walk eleven 
miles to Ennis, where they were en- 
abled to get a train for this city. 
These passengers feel confident that 
not more than 100 persons have lost 
their lives. The mountain district ly- 
ing back from the railroads probably 
has suffered heavily, and the exact 
loss of life will not be known for sev- 
eral days. 

A railroad man who has been work- 
ing at Vivian told the Associated Press 
cogrespondent that the rain started 
last Friday night, and shortly after 
midnight the heavens seemed to open 
and poured forth great volumes of 
water. When the cloud burst over the 
town of Vivian there was a passenger 
train standing in the railroad yards. 
About forty passengers, of whom three 
were women, were in the cars. The 
water rose rapidly and soon was over 
the trucks of the cars. Houses and 
cars were being washed about before 
the eyes of the frightened passengers. 
Ropes were thrown to the cars, and 
the male passengers caught them and 
waded through the water, waist deep, 
to places of safety. The ladies were 
too frightened to get into the water, 
and were placed on the tender of the 
engine, where they were safe. 

Other portions of the railroad yards 
were washed out, and a hundred box 
cars were wrecked. -The house in 
which the section master at Vivian 
lived was washed away. A young son 


of the section master rode on drift- 


drowned. The “rain — falling 
about o'clock Saturday morning. 
There has been no rain since, and the 
streams are gradually falling. 

A dig furniture store and a large 
clothing house were washed away at 
Vivian, as were also about a dosen 
mall dwellings in the lower portion 
of the village. Two dead bodies, “both 
colored men, were seen at Eckman, and 
three colored corpses and one white 
corpse at Empire. 

Two iron bridges weré washed away 
at Vivian and another at North Fork 
Junction, and three persons are re- 
ported to have been drowned near the 
latter place. All the bridges and tres- 
tlework have been washed away on 
the Simmons River branch of the Nor- 
folk and Western system. All tele- 
graph lines are down, and tracks are 
badly washed out on this division. 

The people who came from Vivian did 
not come through the town of Key- 
stone, but around it. They state, how- 
ever, that the damage done there is 
nothing like as great as was at first re- 
ported. They think that not more than 
a dosen houses were washed away. 
They cannot say how many, if any. 
lives were lost at Keystone. Of the 
ten miles of railroad between Vivian 
and Ennis, it is said that there is not 
100 yards of track in one place, and it 
is thought this division will not be re- 
paired for a fortnight. Fifty people 
walked over this washed-out territory 
Sunday to get from Vivian to Ennis. 

The damage done all over the coal 
fields is immense, but every one seems 
to have been too greatly excited and 
too anxious to get away to take time to 
Inquire into the affairs of their neigh- 
bors. It is certain, however, that much 
valuable machinery has been washed 
away. Many of the wrecked cars along 
the Elkhorn Valley have béen washed 
down the river, and probably will be 
a total loss. East of Ennis, the train 
had little trouble getting through to 
Biuefields. Two bridges are gone be 
tween Vivian and Welsh. At Shawnee. 
the Shawnee Coal Company lost all 
their mine mules, which were in the 
stable when the storm swept down on 
them. A report from Keystone has it 
that a mob of negroes there refuse to 
work for $2 a day, but are loafing 
around and watching their chance to 
steal from the débrias. 

Another report says that the num- 
ber of dead there is seventeen, and 
that of this number ten have been 
buried. Newspapermen have gone to 
the coal fields to get reliable informa- 
tion, and it Is expected that

PORTO RICO. 

“When We came to legislate for Porto 
Rico, we found there a million people, 
more than five hundred thousand of 
whom did not own one dollar's worth 
of any kind of property, and more than 
elght hundred thousand of whom could 


neither read or write in any lan 
guage. None of them knew anything 
about our institutions, our laws, ow 


judicial system, or anything else con- 
nected with the practical adminietra- 
tion of free popular government. They 
had no system of property taxation, no 
school system, and starcely any kind 
of social order or organization. They 
had been wasted by war, and dev- 
astated by hurricane. They were 
helpless as children. From the first 
moment of our occupation it was nec- 
essary to feed and support them by 
— of thousands to prevent starva- 
tion. 

“If the Constitution and all the laws 
of the United States, not locally inap- 
plicable, had followed the flag, and gone 
into force and effect there ag soon as 
it was raised, as the Democratic 
party contended, it would have been 
impossible to have relieved their dis- 
tress, or to have established a success- 
ful government of any kind. Instead 
of — order and progress, which 
we ve in that island today, we 
would have had universal chaos and 
universal failure. 

“Such a theory would have ulred 
all tariff duties on imports into rto 
Rico from foreign countries to bé col- 
lected and paid into the treasury of 
the United States at Washington, not 
for the benefit of the people of that 
Island, but for the common benefit of 
the whole United States. It would 
have required the imposition of aur 
heavy internal- revenue taxes without 
ability on their part to pay, or on our 
par to collect. It would have required 
the immediate substitution of our laws 
for theirs, and their faithful observ- 
ance of the same before they had op- 
portunity to know or to learn what 
they were. It would have reduired the 
immediate introduction of our codes of 
procedure in civil and criminal cases 
without even the judges on the bench 
or the lawyers at the bar knowing how 
to put them into operation. 

“To have adopted such a construc- 
tion of our Constitution would have 
made the Filipinos and the Porto 
Ricans, most of whom are wholly unfit 
to govern themselves, citizens of the 
United States, with full power to par- 
ticipate with all other citizens in gov- 
erning us. There is no end to the difi- 
culties and the abeurd consequences 
that would have ensued. 

“Such a construction of that tnstru- 
ment would have been a Übel on 
George Washington and his illustrious 
associates who framed it. To hold that 
it so restricted our power would be to 
deny us an essential attribute of sov- 
ereignty, and make us inferior in the 


family 

us incapable of protecting our rapidiy- 
increasing commercial interests in dis- 
tant parts of the earth. It would have 
been not only the end of expansion, but 
also a denial of the power necessary 
to the control of the Caribbean Sea, 
and the approaches and natural de- 
fenses of an isthmian canal. It would 


have been worse than a mistake. It 
would have been upid crime against 
the progress an velopment of our 
country. 


“We rejected all such belittling and 
un-American views, ard proceeded on 
the theory that our government has all 
the power of the most powerful; that 
we are rightfully at the head of the 
nations in sovereign power, as we are 
in physical and political power: th*t 
our Constitution ts the Constitution of 
the United States of America, but not 
the Constitution also, until Congress 
so provides, of the Territories and pos- 
sessions belonging thereto, no matter 
where situated or how inhabited. We 
think the Constitution means what it 
says when it provides that ‘the Con- 
gress shall make all needful rules and 


regulations respecting territory or 
other property belonging to the United 
States.’ 


“When we read in the Constitution 
about the United States, and then also 
about territory that simply ‘belongs’ to 
the United States, we think it clear 
that our fathers contemplated that ter- 
ritory might come under our Jurisdic- 
tion and into our possession without 
becoming a part of the United States, 
and that territory that simply be- 
longs’ to us is to be governed under 
the clause referred to, as Congress may 
prescribe, and that it is the duty of 
Congress in so governing to meet the 
necessities of the inhabitants of such 
territory and promote their welfare. 

“Tt wee for this reason that in leris- 
lating for Porto Rico we provided that 
our internal revenue laws should not 
be applied there, and that all tariff 
Juties that micht be collected should 
be pald into the treasury of Porto 
Rico, for the support of its government, 
instead of being paid into the nationa! 
treasury, as has been done in every 
Instance heretofore. All we have done 
in Porto Rico has been authorized by 
the Constitution and has been done not 
to oppress the people of that island. 
but to generously and magnanimously 
relieve them from burdens they were 
unable to bear. and thus ald and en- 
courage them n an effort to establish 
industries, develop agriculture. make 
needful public Improvements, inaugu- 
rate systems of education, and lead 
on, by gradual and safe approaches, 
to order, prosperity and the assimila- 
tion of American ideas and American 
institutions. As a result they have 
more prosperity. more contentment. 
more happiness, more schools and 
more promise for the future in Porto 
Rico today than they hove had in that 
island at any time before during the 
last two hundred years. 

“Since our legislation took effect pro- 
ductions have incre „ business has 
multiplied, the demand for labor has 
grown, wages have advanced, schools 
are rapidly increasing, and the heart« 
of the people have been warmed with 
effection toward ovr flag and Slad- 
dened with visions and hopes hereto- 
fore unknown. | 

“Although our law provided for the 
collection of duties on certain articles 
of commerce between Porto Rico_and 
the United States until March 1, 1992, 
our success has been so complete that 
already a special session of the Lecis- 
lature of Porto Rico has been called 
to meet on the 4th of July to pass a 
resolution declaring the collection of 
revenue no longer necessary, and thus 
make it the duty of the President to 
issue his proclamation giving® Porto 
Rico absolute free trade with the 
United States. 

“What the Supreme Court decided 
was that all this was within the power 
of Congress, and that it must be up- 
held and enforced. That decision will 
never be reversed. Men may nce

THE PHILIPPINES. 

“It has come at an opportune mo- 
ment. This great work of the hour is 
the establishment of a stable and suc- 
cessful government in the Phillippines. 
Had the Democratic view prevailed 
this would have been iImpossibie. The 
way is now clear and well defined. 
We can go forward intelligently. This 
is net a mere political matter. It is 
also a practical business question, af- 
fecting all classes of the American 
people, and no class more directly than 
our wage workers. We have reached 
a point in our industrial development 
where we produce more than we con- 
sume.

It is the enemy of labor now 
in its contention that we have no 
power to protect the wage workers of 
America from the cheap labor of our 
possessions in the tropics and the Ori- 
ent; and yet. we hear, year after year, 
Democratic appeals for the electoral 
support of the wage workers of our 
State and country based on the as- 
sumption that the Democratic party is 
the special friend and guardian of all 
who toll. 

“The laboring men of this country 
are men of brains, of intelligence, of 
Judgment, of keen memory and of good 
associations, and, therefore, they have 
denied these appeals; they will deny 
them again, for they know that if 
Democratic ideals prevail prosperity 
will vanish, and the pride and glory 
of the hour will turn to shame and hu- 
miliation.

PLAGUE SHIP 
AT SAN DIEGO. 


Carlisle City Detained 
in Quarantine. 


Six Suspicious Deaths 
Far Out at Sea. 
Every Precaution Exercised and 
Surgeon-General Wyman 
Taking Hold. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

SAN DI June 24.—The Carlisie 
City. which ved here Saturday from 
Hongkong, is detained in quarantine, 
the death of six Chinese haying oc- 
curred on the voyage under circum- 
stances which the lecal quarantine of- 
ficer declares indicate plague. There 
was no sickness on the vessel when she 
arrived, and none has since developed. 
She lies several miles from the city, 
and every precaution has been taken 
to prevent any person on board from 
coming ashore. There is no alarm 
here, as it is not believed possible that 
even if the vessel is now infected, the 
disease can be communicated to the 
mainiand. 

Dr. McKay, the quarantine officer, 
wishes to send the vessel to San Fran- 
cisco to be quarantined and disin.ected. 
At the last Congress an appropriation 
was made for equipping the quarantine 
station here so as to meet just such a 
case as that of the Carlisle City, but 
the work has been delayed, and at 
present the proper facilities for han4- 
ling the cargo at quarantine during 
fumigation of the vessel are lacking. 

Some surprise is expressed here that 
the disc ase which appeared on ‘ne Csr- 
lisle City should be positively declared 
to have been plague. The

NO CAUSE FOR ALARM. 
SURGEON-GENERAL TALKS. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] In announcing today the ar- 
rival of a plague ship at San Pilego 
Surgeon-General Wyman took ovca- 
sion to say that everything possible is 
being done to prevent the disease from 
getting a footheld upon land in Call- 
fornia. and he believes that the pre- 
ventive measures which the quarantine 
officers at San Diego have taken end 
will take will result in completely 
stamping out the disease. 

Special inspectors have been sent to 
San Diego by Surgeon-General Wy- 
man. He did not feel at liberty to say 
what their instructions are, but said 
there is no cause for worry on the part 
of the people of Southern California, 
although there is great cause for (x- 
treme vigilance on the part of the 
health authorities at San Diego. Gen. 
Wyman was asked whether the report 
that the ship which brought the lisease 
to San Diego would be destroyed is 
true. He said he does not know 
whether this will be done or not, but 
that at any rate the health authorities 
would stop at nothing to prevent the 
plague from getting a landing.

Rear-Admiral’s Friends Fear it May 
Lead Him to Resign—Deficiencies in 


Mediterranean Fleet. 

[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
LONDON, June %.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The state of affairs in the 
Mediterranean fleet is causing much 
concern. It Is well known that several 
naval officers have addressed strong 
remonstrances to the Admiralty in re- 
gard to the strength and war organiza- 
tion of the squadron, but Lord Charlies 
Beresford'’s action in making his com- 
munication public is not approved of. 
The reply of the Admiralty Secretary 
in the House of Commons, with regard 
to Lord Charles's letter conveys an 
indirect censure of the rear-admiral., 
and some of his friends fear that it 
may lead to his resignation.

There is a renewal, in various 
parts of Europe, of the talk about an 
industrial combination against the 
United States. The scheme has some 
quite strenuous advocates, who pre- 
tend to believe that it would be good 
business policy for the European na- 
tions to unite in agreements which 


would amount, in effect, to a boycott 
‘against the 
States. There is by no means unanim- 


products of the United 


ity of opinion among the European 
nations on this subject; but the fact 


that the proposition has been and is 
being discussed with evident serious- 
| ness by some influential newspapers 
and individuals indicates that it Is 


something more than a mere figment 


| of the imagination. 


The Vienna correspondent of the 
London Times, speaking of the scheme 
for a Pan-European combination 
against the United States, declares 
that while the realisation of the proj- 
ect may be remote, it would be a mis- 
take to ignore it altogether, “con- 
sidering its popularity in industrial 
and commercial circles.” The idea, 
according to the correspondent, “has 
found an earnest advocate in Max 
Mauthener, one of the principal in- 
dustrial] and commercial authorities 
in Austria.” He expresses the opin- 
jon that “such a combination would 
be welcome as a set-off to inflated 
armaments,” but, he says, it is quite 
improbable that the powers will ever 
agree to such a hazardous enterprise, 
as the powers themselves are all in 
more or less direct economic compe- 
tition.” 

No real fear of the proposed boy- 
cott of -American products need be 
felt in the United States. The discus- 
sion may go on indefinitely, but the 
scheme will never actually material- 
ize. In the first place, it will be im- 
possible to harmonize the conflicting 
and competitive interests of European 
nations sufficiently to admit of an 
agreement between those nations upon 
the terms of a convention for the 
accomplishment of the desired result. 
Any attempt to unify European in- 
terests to the extent necessary to 
bring about such an agreement would 
necessarily fail, for it would be in 
effect an effort to accomplish the im- 
possible. The various nations of 
Europe, with their widely-diverse 
productions, modes of thought, and 
habits of life. are and must always re- 
main, industrial competitors. They 
cannot, in any real sense, nor in any 
practical manner, be made close al- 
lies. If it were possible for them to 
be brought together under an agree- 
ment of the kind proposed, the agree- 
ment would soon be broken by one 


or more nations, and it would soon | 


fall to pieces through lack of co- 
hesive power. 

In the second place, the United 
States could get along without Europe 
far easier than Europe could get 
along without the United States. The 
nations of Europe need our products, 
or they would not buy them so freely. 
The want is a growing one, rather 
than a declining one. If any general 
attempt were made to shut out Amer- 
lean products from the European 
markets, the European consumers of 
those products would raise such a 
storm about the ears of those in 
places of power that they would be 
glad to undo, as speedily as possible, 
the short-sighted work. Europe, pos- 
sibly, could get along without Ameri- 
can products. But Europe will not 
get along without them. 

This whole discussion is foolish, 
and utterly unworthy of the militant 
spirit of modern industrial, commer- 
cial, and political progress. It might 
have served in the Middle Ages, but 
it is absurdly out of place in the clear 
light of twentieth-century intelll- 
gence. If it is intended as a “bluff” it 
will fall ludicrously short of the 
mark, for Americans are in the habit 
of calling bluffs instead of throwing 
down their hands. If it has any et- 
fect, it will probably be in a reverse 
direction from that intended. In- 
stead of discouraging American ex- 
ploitation of foreign markets, its 
tendency will be to stimulate it. And 
if it should come to systematized ef- 
forts to insure American trade by bur- 
densome tariff and other restrictions— 
well, we could probably strike as 
hard as could our competitors in that 
particular. 


"| Therefore, Americans need lose no 


sleep over the proposed boycdtt. We 
have won our commercial and indus- 
trial supremacy by steady, earnest, 
honest, and well-directed efforts. We 
propose to keep what we have ac- 
quired, and to éontinue to go forward 
in the path of world progress. Jeal- 
ous rivals and discomfited competi- 
tors may envy our progress, but they 
cannot stop it. If they were wise in 
their generation, they would perceive 
that it would be far better for them 
to seen to win our friendship and 
good will than to seek to antagonize 
us. They will find out the truth in 
due course of time, though the lesson 
may be rather expensive. 


WEST VIRGINIA FLOOD. 
Although the losses of life and 
of property caused by the flood in 
Elkhorn Creek Valley, in the West 
Virginia mountains, are not yet fully 
known, it is safe to say that neither 
the loss of life nor that of property 
is as great as in the Johnstown flood, 
which in many respects the Elkhorn 
Creek disaster resembles. It is, how- 
ever, an appalling disaster, which 
would have been very much more 
serious if the region in which it oc- 
curred had been more densely popu-

is» usually, thé case in accidents ot 
this kind. In the nature ‘of the case 
the number of persons killed cannot 
be definitely ascertained for several 
days, nor can the loss of property be 
computed with.any approximation of 
correctness until a careful list of the 
property destroyed can be made. 

The West Virginia disaster, so far 

as is apparent, belongs in the cate- 
gory of accidents not avoidable by 
human foresight, while the Johnstown 
flood was due to gross negligence in 
allowing a weak and poorly- con- 
structed dam to grow weaker from 
day to day, instead of taking the 
proper measures to strengthen it. In 
the case of the Elkhorn Creek flood, 
there wes a continuous rainfall last- 
ing thirty-three hours, followed by a 
cloudburst in the mountains, which 
converted a small mountain stream 
into a roaring torrent, carrying every- 
thing before it. 
In all probability, there will be 
need for aiding the survivors by con- 
tributions of clothing. food and 
money, so soon as the extent and the 
particulars of the disaster have been 
ascertained. It is needless to say that 
the response of the American people 
will be prompt and generous, when- 
ever an appeal for aid is issued.

In the play which opened 
his engagement of one week at the Los 
Angeles Theater last evening, every 
part, without an exception, was pre- 
sented in an able and eminently satisfy- 
ing manner. It is a pleasure t witnes a 
performance of this may be eald, 
and it is comperatively seldam, in this 
vale of tears, that the wayworn pil- 
grim is vouchsafed such a pleasure. 

Mr. Miller could hardly have failed 
to be gratified at his reception. The 
Los Angeles Theater has held no more 
enthusiatic audience this season than 
that of last evening. Curtain calls were 
many at the close of each act, and the 
performance throughout was punctu- 
ated by the demonstrations of approval 
that make glad the heart of the the- 
atric artist; for he is only human, and 
so has the human love of approbation. 

The, play presented was “hiearts- 

*"a romantic drama in four acts, 
written for Mr.'Miller by J. I. C. Clark 
and Charles Kiein. It is. in the main, a 
well-constructed drama. The scenes 
are laid in England, and most of the 
Characters are English. The chief 
character is that of Bric Temple, a 
musical composer, which is enacted by 


Mr. Miller. The story has principally 
to do with the love of Temple for the 
“Hon. M Neville,” who is so far 


above him in station that—as such 
stories go in books and plays—his suit 
seems hopeless. There is a designing 
villain, as a matter of course, who is a 
suitor for the hand of the fair young 
heroine. There is also a Tangled Web 
of plot and counter-plot, of misunder- 
standing and of heartbreak. The course 
of true love never did run smoothly 
since the world began to turn upon its 
axis, and all mankind to “turn with it. 
heads and talls. But in this excellent 
drama, as the story moves forward to 
ite dénovement, the Tangled Web is 
unraveled, the villain is foiled, the mis- 
understandings are straightened out, 
and Love triumphs over all, as is cus- 
tomary in well- regulated noyels and 
dramas. 

Although jhe material of the story is 
rather commonplace, it is woven to- 
gether with artistic skill, and the re- 
sult is a play of unusual interest. This 
is heightened by the splendid dramatic 
work of Mr. Miller and his aides, who 
bring out all the strong points of the 
play. In less competent hands the re- 
sult would be far different, and the 
faults of the play would be more ap- 
parent. Mr. Miller’s work in the role 
of Eric Temple ts full of virility, and is 
notable at most points for its indica 
tion of reserve power.' The climax of 
the third act is strongly wrought out, 
and reaches the limit of intense action 
without overdoing the emects aimed at. 
Mrt. Miller's methods have much origi- 
nality, and he won fairly the heart- 
burets and the handbarsts of applause 
which greeted him. 

Too much praise cannot: be bestowed 
upon the work of Arthur Elliott as 
Lord Neville. It is a strong character 
conception, magnificently worked out. 

Charles Cherry enacts the part of 
Sir Goeffrey Ponifret with becoming 
grace and sang-froid, giving it its true 
place and color in the dramatic picture. 
It is a thankless role, and Mr. Cherry 
doesn't get many “hands.” Put he de- 
serves them for a faithful and forceful 
interpretation of the: character. 

George C. Pearce gives an excellent 
interpretation of the character of Maj. 
Twombley. Harry 8. Northrup— 
though he makes up a trifle younger 
than Capt. O’'Hara—as it would seem— 
ought to be, does full justice to that 
role in the matter of action. The Peter 
Padbury of Otis Turner is a clear con- 
ception, consistently carried out.

BURBANK THEATER. No parti u- 
lar reason is apparent why Clyde Fitch 
should have chosen the name of “Bar- 
bara Frietchie” for his play, which 
the Neill company is presenting at the 
Burbank this week. There is no paral- 
lelism at all as between it and the 
story told in Whittier’s stirring poem 
of that name. The poem is by far the 
more probable, and even more dra- 
matic, in its brief but intense story. 
It looks a little as if Mr. Fitch had 
sought to trade upon the popularity 
of the poem, while producing a story 
in no wise like it. He might have made 
as strong a play—even a stronger play 
than the one he has given us—by re- 
— heroic character of Bar- 
bara etchie as outlined by the poet. 

But the story which Mr. Fitch has 
woven about the name is one of much 
dramatic potentiality and’ of well-sus- 
tained interest. It could stand easily 
upon its own merits, if Whittier’s 
poem had never been written. Whi e 
not at all new in motive—the chief 
interest centers, as in most of the war 
dramas, in the love of a southern girl 
for a northern soldier—the plot is un- 
folded with good dramatic effect. The 
slimaxes are wrought out quite Skill 
fully, and there is enough vigor in 
the action to keen the auditor's close 
attention throughout the four acta. 
The comedy element has not been 
neglected, though it jars somewhat at 
times, #0 serious and intense is the 
play in ite development. The drama 
is in fact a tragedy. Unlike the happy 
denouement of the average war drama, 
in his play the three persons who are 
the figures of central interest are 
“killed off,” one after another, and the 
last curtain descends in the midst of 
desolation and gloom. 

Mr. Nein has staged the play ex- 
zellentiy and elaborately, as is his cus- 
tom. And his company of capable 
players present it in a most satisfac- 
tory manner. The leading role, that 
of Barbara Frietchie, is portrayed by 
Edythe Chapman. Instead of the gray- 
haired, heroic woman whom the gentle 
Quaker poet taught us to know by 
that name, the Barbara of the play is 
a young and beautiful routhern giri 
who loves a northern officer better 
than she loves her southlard country. 
Miss Chapman portrays this character 
with rare power and earnestness. Her 
earnestness amounts, in fact, to con- 
eecration. Her acting is not mere'y 
surface simulation. It is instinct with 
passionate sincerity: Miss Chapman 
gives her vital force unreservedly to 
the character, and the intensity of her 
work is at times almost painful to 
witness. It is a superb piece of act- 
ing. for which the highest words of 
praise are cue. 

Mr. Neill appears to advantage in 
the role of Cant. Trumbull, the north- 
ern officer, although the character is 
not one that calls forth his greatest 
powers. He presents a handsome ap- 
pearance in the uniform of a Union 
officer, and is eminently adequate and 
satisfying at every stage in the prog- 
ress of the play. 

To Donald Bowles is intrusted the 
unhappy role of Jack Negly, a young 
man who goes mad for the love of 
Barbara, and who finally kills her in 
hit madness. Mr. Bowles is a young 
actor of much promire. The simulation 
of madness on the stage is always a 
difieult line of work. wiring rare 
tact and diecretion. Mr. les pre- 
rents this character with much force 
and vividness. It is somewhat overdone 
at two or three points. There is danger 
in making a mad scene too long drawn 
out. Mr. Bowles crosses the danger 
line a short distance in the third act, 
in the scene on the stairs. It is, never- 
theless, excellently done. and is a most 
intense piece of dramati: portrayel. 

Lillian Andrews is beyond praise in 
the character of Mammy Lou, an old 
negro mammy of the days “befo’ the 
wah.” It ie a superb cheracter crea- 
tion, which it would be difficult, if not 
impossible, to improve pon. 

Maude T. Gorden ve an excellent 

rtrayal as Mrs. Fonte wife of the 

theran minister. It is evident from 
her treatment of thie comparatively 
Ucht ro'e that the lady has abilities 
far beyond Ite requirements. 

The other *hararcters in the play, al- 
most without ene tion, are sustained 
in a highly creditable manner by the 
various members of Mr. Neis com- 
pany. Frank MacVicars looks and acts 
the part of Mr. Frietchie to perfection. 
John W. Burton is a typical south- 
erner of the old gchool, in the char- 
acter of Col. Negly. Frank E. Camp 
gives a fine portrayal as Arthur 
Frietchie. Julia Dean as Sue Royce is 
piquant and charming, as usual. Mary 
Elisabeth Forbes as Sally Negly and 
Stella Blair as Leura Royce, are satis- 
factory. The play will run all the 
week, with a matinée on Saturday. 


Mr. Nen administered a wholesome 
rebuke, in the middle of the second act, 
to some hood’ ums in the gallery who 
persisted in disturbing the play at 
critical points by uncalled-for remarks 
and other demonstrations.

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COMMERCE OF THE 
TWENTIETH CENTURY, 


L—COMMERCIAL MORALS OF THE 
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OMMERCE is generally distin- 
guished from industry and manu- 
facturing pursuits and is usually 
regarded as synonymous with traffic 
between States and nations. Com- 
mercé may be defined as exchanging 


goods, including the transportation of 


them by sea and land. In this sense, 
however, commerce is only one part 
of the productive powers, in which in- 
dustry, or the manufacturing and pro- 
ducing parts, forms the earlier steps: 
for, after goods have taken on their 
finished form, it is still a part of the

When we speak of commerce 
mind naturally reverts to the voy- 
of the Hanseatic merchants, or 
the markets of Venice or London.

Wr PEOPLE BUY AND SELL. 

The old odium attached to trade still 
lingers in some strongholds of aris- 
tocracy, but its power and universality 
have given it a real prestige in re- 
cent years. In early times it was sup- 
posed as a matter of course that trade 
was highly immoral, because in all 
exchange what one man gained was 
another's loss; and this vague idea has 
persisted to the present day in some 
quarters. The psychological inquiries 
of the present day into the motives 
effecting buyer and seller in arriving 
at a market price have effectually dis- 
posed of this vagary, even if it were 
not already perceived to be opposed to 
common sense. The power of an arti- 
cle to satisfy a man is its utility: and 
it may easily happen that he sets 
greater store by a thing he has not, or 
could not produce, than on one which 
he has in surplus, or one which he can 
steadily produce. The trader who 
/ brings him the goods of another land 
may set a greater estimate upon this 
man's product than those he has 
Drought in his ship. If e gets 
what he regards as a greater utility 
than before, each has obtained thereby 
' @ profit on the transaction. For, back 
of price, in every case, lies the capacity 
of the article to give satisfaction, 
which is an essential of its value. We 
may. threefore. dispose, once for all, 
of the insinuation that commerce is 
of itself immoral. We come out on 
the very natural conclusion that com- 
merce is moral or immoral according 
te the morality or immorality of the 
acts performed under the name of 
commerce. Shipping corn to famine- 
stricken India is one thing. and ship- 


pas slaves from Africa to America. 
quite another thing. according to 


the kind of men behind the act. A gun 
$a in itself neither moral nor immoral: 
but it can be used by a man for a 
good or a bad purpose. So with com-

WHY IT PAYS TO BE HONEST. 
From the nature of things we may 
Wok in general for an improvement 
of commercial morals as we enter upon 
the twentieth century. Copy-book 


casuistry enforced on our childish | 


minds that “it pays to be honest: 
but we were not given to know the rea- 
gon why. In fact, there are strong 
economic reasons, in the very nature 
of commerce, which enforce honesty 
even on a man who may lean toward 
dishonesty. For continuous business 
occupations commerce abhors dishon-

In this way a 
nation’s morality can affect its com- 
Merce in ways beyond the action of 
individuals.
